A Proclamation 
The miracles of modern medicine offer 

hope to those affected by heart disease, yet 
there are also simple measures that Ameri-
cans can take to help prevent the disease. 
During American Heart Month, I encourage 
all Americans to take action to help reduce 
their risk and increase awareness of heart dis-
ease. 

The steps to a healthy heart include pre-
venting and controlling factors that can lead 
to heart disease—smoking, high blood pres-
sure, high blood cholesterol, physical inac-
tivity, obesity, and diabetes. By avoiding to-
bacco, limiting consumption of alcohol, exer-
cising regularly, eating a nutritious diet, and 
maintaining a healthy weight, Americans can 
substantially reduce their risk of developing 
cardiovascular disease. 

I also urge citizens to get routine preventa-
tive screenings and consult with their doc-
tors. Through these commonsense steps, we 
can save many of the lives we might other-
wise lose each year to heart disease. 

Although heart disease is often associated 
with men, it is the leading cause of death 
for American women: Nearly 500,000 Amer-
ican women die from cardiovascular disease 
each year. The National Heart, Lung, and 
Blood Institute—part of the National Insti-
tutes of Health at the Department of Health 
and Human Services—and other national or-
ganizations have launched a national cam-
paign called ‘‘The Heart Truth’’ to educate 
women about heart disease and to encourage 
them to make their health a priority. The 
symbol of ‘‘The Heart Truth’’ campaign is 
the red dress, which reminds women to talk 

with their doctors about heart disease and 
to make healthy choices. In addition, the 
American Heart Association has launched 
the ‘‘Go Red For Women’’ campaign to reach 
out to more women across our country. By 
continuing to raise public awareness about 
this deadly disease, we can help all our citi-
zens lead healthier lives. 

In recognition of the importance of the on-
going fight against heart disease, the Con-
gress, by Joint Resolution approved Decem-
ber 30, 1963, as amended (77 Stat. 843; 36 
U.S.C. 101), has requested that the President 
issue an annual proclamation designating 
February as ‘‘American Heart Month.’’

Now, Therefore, I, George W. Bush, 
President of the United States of America, 
do hereby proclaim February 2005 as Amer-
ican Heart Month, and I invite all Americans 
to participate in National Wear Red Day by 
wearing a red dress, shirt, or tie on February 
4, 2005. I also invite the Governors of the 
States, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, 
officials of other areas subject to the jurisdic-
tion of the United States, and the American 
people to join me in our continuing commit-
ment to fighting heart disease.

In 2005, the Department of Agriculture’s 

Forest Service celebrates a century of service 
to our Nation. After President Theodore 
Roosevelt established the Forest Service as 
part of the Department of Agriculture in 
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1905, Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson 
wrote to the First Chief of the Forest Serv-
ice, Forester Gifford Pinchot, that ‘‘all land 
is to be devoted to its most productive use 
for the permanent good of the whole peo-
ple.’’ The Forest Service has now upheld this 
noble charge for 100 years, and America’s 
forests remain vibrant because of the hard 
work and dedication of our foresters. 

Beyond serving as places for recreation, 
our forests are also sources of paper prod-
ucts, building materials, chemicals, and many 
other resources that drive our economy. Over 
the last century, the Forest Service has com-
bined this ethic of good stewardship with 
sound science and a spirit of innovation to 
cultivate and sustain our forests in ways that 
benefit our entire society. 

Today, Americans continue to be respon-
sible stewards of national forests and grass-
lands. Through the commonsense manage-
ment approach of my Healthy Forests Initia-
tive, the Forest Service is working with State 
and local governments, tribes, and other 
Federal agencies to help prevent destructive 
wildfires, return forests to a healthier, natural 
condition, and maintain a full range of forest 
types.

Address Before a Joint Session of the 
Congress on the State of the Union 
February 2, 2005

Mr. Speaker, Vice President Cheney, 
Members of Congress, fellow citizens: 

As a new Congress gathers, all of us in 
the elected branches of Government share 
a great privilege: We’ve been placed in office 
by the votes of the people we serve. And to-
night that is a privilege we share with newly 
elected leaders of Afghanistan, the Pales-
tinian Territories, Ukraine, and a free and 
sovereign Iraq. 

Two weeks ago, I stood on the steps of 
this Capitol and renewed the commitment 
of our Nation to the guiding ideal of liberty 
for all. This evening I will set forth policies 
to advance that ideal at home and around 
the world. 

Tonight, with a healthy, growing economy, 
with more Americans going back to work, 
with our Nation an active force for good in 
the world, the state of our Union is confident 
and strong. 

Our generation has been blessed by the 
expansion of opportunity, by advances in 
medicine, by the security purchased by our 
parents’ sacrifice. Now, as we see a little gray 
in the mirror—or a lot of gray—[laughter]—
and we watch our children moving into adult-
hood, we ask the question: What will be the 
state of their Union? Members of Congress, 
the choices we make together will answer 
that question. Over the next several months, 
on issue after issue, let us do what Americans 
have always done and build a better world 
for our children and our grandchildren. 

First, we must be good stewards of this 
economy and renew the great institutions on 
which millions of our fellow citizens rely. 
America’s economy is the fastest growing of 
any major industrialized nation. In the past 
4 years, we’ve provided tax relief to every 
person who pays income taxes, overcome a 
recession, opened up new markets abroad, 
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
